Y., I8 another splendid plece of work
rocently completad, Right plers wepre
sunk, about 680 yards of masonry being
used In the consteuction of cach, Over
1the plers, the company Itsell’ is build-
ing aun fron bridge, The structure cx-
tends over the Susquehanna river and
is one of the fAnest rallroad bridges in
New York state,  Burke Brothers stort-
od work on it In May, and accoms
plished excellent results In very aulek
time, It is gix hundreed feet In length.
